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Allowable Subject Matter 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-49 are 
allowable over the prior art of record because none of the prior art whether taken singularly or in 
combination, especially when these limitations are considered within the specific combination 
claimed, to teach: a ferroelectric memory device comprising: a control system, among others as 
claimed in independent claims 34, 42, coupled with zero cancellation capacitor and switching 
device to provide a negative pulse of a predetermined magnitude to a second zero cancellation 
capacitor terminal while a cell plate line signal is activated to create a voltage across a target 
ferroelectric cell capacitor. Method of read data comprising step of providing a zero cancellation 
plate line signal to a second zero cancellation capacitor terminal while the cell plate line signal is 
activated, and among other steps as claimed in independent claims 1,16.
